THE KARMA OF I HE NATIONS, 
TEMPLE TEACHINGS.

\\hen the masses of humanitv finally awake to the truth of the 
and that 


nexorable law of Karma, the law of canse and effect, 
law 15s made the hasic principle of all forms of Government,—there 
will be no more making of war by one nation against another, or of 
revolutions within their own borders. The certainty ot reprisal 
would he so fixed in the minds of the masses of humanity that they 
would not countenance such action under any circumstances. It 
that portion of the French people who instigated the French Revo- 
lution .and carried out its blood-thirsty programs could have known 
that for every head that fell by their action into the hasket of the 
guillotine the life of another French man or woman would be sac- 
riiced when the corresponding point in the same cycle rolled 
around, as it did roll around during the recent war with Ger- 
many, they would have hesitated in precipitafing such a revolution. 
Likewise 1f the people of the Belgian race and nation could 
have known that the wanton cruelty and murder of the native 
Africans by the <oldierv and at the instigation of King Leopold 
may have heen primarily responsible for the fate that has over- 
whelmed the Belgians of the present cycle they could have better 
understood what befell them. We cannot prove this all to be true, 
hut if the law of Karma 1s inexorahle 1t 1s not difhcult to see the 
reasonableness of the belief, as we can also see that in the s8quaring 
of karmic accounts the English nation may have paid the debts 
contracted by the killing of numberless noncombatant East Indians 
by the soldiery of another era. The lives of many Americans may 
have been sacrified in payment for the hives of the American In- 
dians taken by American soldiers oft an earlier date. The closing 
of the cycle during the recent great war in which these karmic 
debts were made, may have created the conditions which were 
taken advantage of by the Lords of Karma to fulfill the Law. 
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[t js very difficult to reconcile the helief of the Christian 1n the 
forgiveness of <in by Christ with the action of karmic law, hut 
the difficulty will be overcome when man understands what the 
founder of Christianity meant by the words ©Forgiveness of sn.” 
The Christ in man may forgive the sin against the Spiritual Self, 
even while punishment 18 inflicted by the Law upon the personalty 
respon<tble for the <m. 

It appears to be an evident fact that s0 long as man beleves that 
forgiveness mav be had for broken Law he will not make a very 
<trong effort to keep from breaking that Law. It 1s s0 natural 
for the lower <elf to rebel against control by the Higher Selt. 

[t is <strange that anv historian of wide experience can fail to 
<ee the working out of the law of Karma in view of the innumer- 
able instances available in the history of any of the older nations 
wherein the evil effect of the canses set up by humanity during 
past ages have been &0 much m evidence. As far hack as sacred 
or profane history can take us we may find that as day follows 
night everv nation's evil cause <et up by man has been followed by 
<ome act of forced expiation. The interference of cychc law may 
defer the expiation of that act for a time bÞut 1t 1s inevitable in the 
end. The extremes of hfe when brought into conjunction 1mnvar- 
iablv produce friction, —heat, energy. That energy of itself 1s 
1mpersonal and when mankind 1s wise enough to always turn 
the energy <et free by friction usually resulting from. oppos1tion 
into constructive channels instead of destructive channels, or 
letting it go to waste as 1s now so frequently the case the 
human race will have made a great advance. For instance, 
when the qualities of Love and Hate coalesce in a human 
mind, as they often do in <pite of their opposition, there 
is produced a friction within the mentality which may gener- 
ate the power to render <ervice to the objects of Love or Hate 
mtherto unsuspected by the producer. and quite possibly a long 
karmic debt may he s0 paid. 

With the karmic results of long past upheavals in government, 
Soctal and religious life which are made <0 noticeable at the present 
time, and which the great war has made provision for, it is diffi- 
cult to see how a thinker can deny the existence of karmic law. 
The causes back of the terrible events which have occurred since 


the year 1914 are not far to <eek.

ESOIERIC ASIROLOCY. 
By WILL L. GARVER. 


It 1s evident to the <student of the esoteric s1de of astrologyv that 
the usual criticism that brands this most ancient theory, not to 
call it a science, as an exploded superstition 1s based upon only a 
Superhcial investigation, or possthly no investigation at all. 

The assumption that the material bodies called stars and planets 
influence the destinies of men and all living things is so palpably 
absurd to the scientific mind that it calls for no investigation and 
repudiation 1s the onlv thing in order. 

What these critics overlook is that astrology makes no such 
claim. Because the dabbler makes such statements and plays upon 
the cupidity of the superstitious for gain is no reason whyv a pro- 
found theory should be brought into disrepute. 

When astrology was first given expression in the dim ages of 
the hoary past allegory, symbol, hieroglyphic, figure of Speech and 
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esotericism was the habit of the time. [he names and fhgures 
oven to the starry. constellations which cling to them to the pres- 
ent 1llustrate_ this truth. 

The material stars and planets as <uch_ do not influence human, 
animal, or vegzetable hfe, or.the world <ocial conditions winch are 
the outcome of life, hut many qualities that permeate and are a 
part of invisihle nature do. These qualities are as present as the 
air and ether. These qualities and the <uhstances through which 
they act do not emanate or come from the distant heavenly bodies, 
but these bodies come from them. The planets, suns and nebulae 
of space are but the differentiated centers of what might be called 
cosmic ether. 

The angular aspects, conjunctions, oppoxitions and transits of 
these heavenly bodies simply tell the time of certain proportional 
combinations of the ever present astral suhstances which impinge 
or reflect their qualities upon the living organisms that they per- 
vade. 

The sc1entist knows that in chemistry there are certain substances 
that attract and others that repel each other. The chemical com- 
hinations thus formed are expressecq in svmbols. The <sctentist does 
not ridicule the expresst1on that H,0 means water, but he cannot 
conceive that Mercury trine to Mars might symbolically express 
a quality that affected the human mind. 

The writer 1s frank to say that the whole structure or astrology 
rests upon the assumption of an astral or ordinarily invisthle suh- 
Stantial body. This body 1s susceptible to the influences or activitie: 
in the astral substances around and within 1t, and reflects in turn 
upon the physical body. 

[s this strange doctrine? Yet the <citentist does not hesitate to 
Say that the piece of steel known as an I-heam 1s holding up thous- 
ands of pounds of weight, even though its particles never touch 
and are in constant vibration. He might even concede that there 
15 a substance pervading the interstices between these particles that 
held them in place, then why 1s the assumption of Some $s1milar 
Substance in the hving organisms absurd : 

Astrology, because of its esotericism, may not he a science and 
charlatans may use 1t in its cruder aspects for gaim just like nearly 
everything else under the sun is $0 used, but that is no reason why 


the <tudent <should misunderstand or misstate 1t.
